Lima is the only one of 20 ot the 


largest cities in. Ohio which *«• act 
voted a special niillage levy tor its 
schools since 1S19. 


Despite this fact, the local school 


board haa been able to fitvsnca the 
city educational system without a 
dollar of current Indebtedness. Their 
ability to do so has been due to 
salaries of instructors having been 
held within the average paid I& 50 
principle cities in the state. 


At the election November 8, the 


board of education is going before 
the people of the city with a three 
mill levy proposition. Its authority 
granted 
under 
relief 
legislation 


passed in 1919. Under this act, a 
three mill levy beyond all limitations 
Is allowed for five years, when ap- 
proved by a majority of the polls. 
TWO MILLS NOT SUFFICIENT 


A levy of two mills was voted In 


1917 and has been used largely for 
the purpose of paying teachers' sal- 
aries. 


The Lima board Is asking the vo- 


ters to continue the two mills, -which, 
is to expire In 1922 and vote an ad- 
ditional mill for the purpose of re- 
tiring outstanding deficiency bonds. 
The two mills have produced One- 
third of all the revenue for school 
expenses, according to J. E. Collins, 
superintendent of schools. 


If the additional mill Is not ap- 


proved by the people, he states that 
the deficiency bonds must be re- 
tired out of the 
current 
expense, 


fund. 


The schools of the city will be 


badly crippled financially, if this has 
to be done, Collins states. 


Teachers' salaries In Lima, are the 


average -wage paid by 50 other cities 
in the state. The board does not ex- 
pect to increase them, but there is 
no desire to reduce them.

have been lost to Lima to the past 
few yaars because other cities of- 
fered" better financial inducements, 
H is stated.
